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WORKS OF ART I — ACCESSORIES 

Several years ago, WENDY GELL rocked the American accessory 
market with her handcrafted jewelry encrusted with intricate 
clusters of bold, colorful faux gems. Her line paved the way 
for an exciting new fashion trend —works of art accessories. — 
Recently, a plethora of innovative artists have introduced their 
unique designs especially in big drop earrings, large brooches, 
bangles and cuffs in diverse and original interpretations. 


REVIEWED: STEVE ROSEN shows a sensational brass cuff covered with 

irregular shapes of metallic ribbon in neon brights, sprinkled 
ACCESSORIES: with glitter and rimmed with orange faux gems. ISLAND MAGIC 
WORKS OF ART uses interesting combinations of ribbons, trinkets and beads. 

One choker includes pink lace, green net and black lace bows; 
CALIFORNIA: red, yellow, pink, green and light blue ribbons with a black 
SPRING/SUMMER '86 ceramic rose and a purple rose bud. CARRIE HOLLISTER'S WHITE 

SUGAR uses materials ranging from pretty pastel fabric flowers 
ALL-AMERICAN to neon latex spikes. One pair of drop earrings has orange 
ACCESSO RIES latex spikes sprouting from painted green spirals on large 

purple acrylic circles. BETH'S PIN shows a large red enamel 
MILAN: open tear drop dangling from a red square and inlaid with almond 
SPRING/SUMMER '86 and round shaped colored crystals. UCCI CUCCI uses decorated 

doll house furniture for their whimsical pieces. Look for the 
SWIMWEAR '86 gold grandfather clock with pearls. 


WORKS OF ART II 
Volume manufacturers are following the new artists' lead, pro- 
ducing unique pieces in similar eategories, often with hand 

é crafted details.. TIVOLI shows a large gold tone brooch, set 
with almond and oval, jet and clear, faceted erystals and faux 
pearls, surrounded with a starburst of gold tone spikes. A 
large faux pearl dangles from the bottom center spike, and a 
small double chain is looped from side to side. RED COBRA's 
pin with the look of modern art --a large pink, glitter-filled 
acrylic triangle topped with a smaller silver glitter-filled 
triangle and randomly wrapped with transluscent yellow acrylic 
tubing. In bracelets and bangles, VAN ALLEN shows a wide, 
flat, fuchsia plastic disc, painted with small silver bars and 
shiny gold dots. A shimmering titanium cuff from SPECTORE 
has a diagonal blue stripe, rimmed with silver, blending to 
gold, then rose. Clear plastic Maltese crosses are available at 
MEDUSA'S HEIRLOOMS. They are dotted with large crystals, 
small amber crystals, and centered with clear, round, red stones. 
BILTMORE has interesting India-look earrings in gold tone. 
A diamond shape grid of "gold" cireles dangles from a faceted 
aurora borealis bead. Dangling from the "gold" circles, three 
gold tubes end in rows of "gold" beads, faux pearls and faceted 
aurora borealis beads. 
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CALIFORNIA SPORTSWEAR FOR SPRING/SUMMER '86 


Sportswear is skin-revealing with open backs, bare midriffs, side and shoulder cut-outs, 
latticework and fringes. Layering follows this principle with halters, strapless bras and 
tap shorts topped by open shirt-jackets and side-knotted sarong skirts. Shorts and jackets 
team as suits. Pants include flared and pleated versions and slim styles with and without 
stirrups. Blouses favor one-button back closings with cut-outs at back. 


Folds and pleats create architectural interest. Knit leggings and industrial zippers on 
T-shirts are reminiscent of the '60s. Patterns include oversized tropical florals and 
miniature English garden buds. Brights overshadow pastels. Natural fibers, such as cot- 
ton, linen, rayon, leather and suede dominate Spring sportswear in both solids and prints. 
Fabrics and skins are frequently mixed with dramatic effects. 


LEATHERS, SUEDES—Pink print suede skirt, high back cutout, Mandarin neck, shoulder 
cutouts, with black slim leather pants; also confetti-print lambskin cropped jacket, 
matching lambskin skirt and print suede bra...RON FINLEY FOR DROP DEAD. Periwinkle 
leather walking shorts and matching big shirt with violet lapels, square back cutout 
..MERCEDES & ADRIENNE. White leather camp skirt, perforated grill back with matching 
leather-yoked dirndl skirt, perforated Venetian pattern ...RUTH WAGNER. Mustard suede 
pull-on pants with matching leather big shirt, rhinestone trim; also black knee-length 

skirt, side slit with black suede jacket, polka dot jacquard...NOOSHIN. White front-tie 
suede jacket matching suede cropped pants and skirt...CHRISTINE ALBERS. 


LAYERED—Solid blue cotton blouson jacket, white rib knit crop turtleneck, blue cotton 

flared pants..ELEMENTARY SPORT. Rayon jungle print, white background big shirt, tie-front 
bandeau and back-gathered slim skirt, attached front-tie.. ROBERTO ROBLEDO. Turquoise and 
green reversible linen/cotton big jacket, reversible vest with flared turquoise linen/cotton 
pants... RAFAEL MONTEALEGRE. Oversized floral print, black background, cotton sateen bra, 
button-front mid-calf skirt with short-sleeved shirt...BIBBS BY SHARON BALDONI. 


SKIN-BARING—Red rayon Empire fringe top with matching cropped pant, knee fringes...ABEL 
VILLARREAL. Orange/pink mini-covered top with matching slim pants...XABIA. Pink-stripe 
romper...KAREN ALEXANDER. Aqua jersey mini shorts with bandeau...IT'S HOT. Tropical 
floral print, white background bra with matching cropped pants...TANGENTS. 


ALL-AMERICAN ACCESSORIES 


For Spring, the American accessories market celebrates our burgeoning patriotism. The 
stars and stripes add high tech, upbeat dash to body-conscious red, white and blue 
sportswear. The pieces are big and graphic. 


THELMA DEUTCH's pins are outstanding. She designs a large silver tone "Statue of Liberty", 
accented with clear crystals and a billowing American flag, set with colored rhinestones. 

A large, royal blue printed metal star hangs from a red, white and blue striped grosgrain 
ribbon at KUSO. ELLEN DESIGNS shows two inch "gold" military star clip-ons. 


A wide range of hats appear. Look for the new chie toques. Also, RUZA CREATIONS blue 
felt beret, beribboned American flag print grosgrain and BERTON's classic bleached straw 
with a round crown, wide brim and red, white, and blue striped cord knotted at the back. 


Gloves are a hot Spring accessory—CARDINAL's white cotton Lycra gloves are dotted with 
navy blue stars - long, red and white striped nylon gloves are available at LA CRASIA. 
NAOMI MISLE creates long cotton Lycra gloves with wide red and white stripes interspersed 
with thin electric blue stripes. 


Wide red, white and blue belts abound. RUZA CREATION's one inch wide, white leather belt 
is evenly studded with "gold" military stars. 


MILAN READY-TO-WEAR FOR SPRING/SUMMER '86 


ITALIAN COLLECTIONS radiate a sophisticated simplicity and spare chic that has 
not been seen for some time. Noticeable by their absence are overblown sensuous 
looks as well as hard-edged or mannish styles. A strong Oriental breeze also 
sweeps through Milan with looks borrowed from "China Skies" and "A Passage 

to India". 


Skirts: Definitely on-the-rise, with many way above the knee. Derrieres are 
back in focus, accented by intricate draping and hip-hugging cuts. Straight 
from "The Road to Bali" are colorful sarongs, ingeniously tied one over the 
other. Long skirts for daytime? Yes, if richly pleated or gathered. Flowing, 
to-the-ankles garden print in black/white silk under black linen jacket and 
vest -—-GENNY. Arrow-narrow, checked wool skirt under awning striped 

coat --BASILE. Bubble-shaped mini in perky, polka-dotted knit —-MISSONI. 





Jackets: Either long or short, but always figure-conscious. Some are collar- 
less "a la Armani" or cut with collars "a la Nehru". Curvy peplum jacket of 
black linen over skinny white skirt --ANDRE LAUG. Triangular cutaway jacket 
revealing contrasting pullover and shorts -—-KRIZIA. Collarless blazer of window- 
pane checked wool —ARMANI. Black/white upholstery print tunic over filmy 
black organza skirt --ARMANI. Below-the-hip duster showing off a slice 

of matching mini --GIANNI VERSACE. 


Pants: Gone are tight stirrup-styles. Back in favor are straight-cut classics. 
Holding center stage are shorts, ranging from sporty Bermudas and culottes to 
sexy short-shorts. White linen tennis shorts under swingy circle skirt --LAURA 
BIAGIOTTI. Supple suede, straight-cut trousers with matching bustier --MARIO 
VALENTINO. Black/white silk Bermudas and spare halter top —COMPLICE. 


Dresses: A plethora of looks, but always body-revealing. Backless and sleeve- 
less sheath of shiny black nappa --GIANFRANCO FERRE. Blue denim evening 
flounce --MOSHINO. The ladylike, Grace Kelly shirtwaist with cinched waist, 
rolled-up sleeves and wide skirt --TOUCHE. The dramatic black silk with asym- 
metrically draped skirt and single sleeve --GIANNI VERSACE. 


Fabrics: Batik cottons straight from India. Linens galore. Menswear patterned 
wools in pied-de-poule and Prince of Wales checks, thick and thin stripes. A 
strong revival of silk Shantung. And in all collections, lots of shiny viscose 
rayon. 


Colors: Gone are "day-glow" brights. In their place are neutral, subdued pastels. 
Beige, sand, tobacco and cocoa for daytime. For evening, a bow to the Orient 
with lacquer red, Ming blue and jade green. And dressy for all hours— sophisti- 
cated black and white. 





Accessories: Watch waistlines. Belts on everything from jackets to dresses. 
Width is the word in obi-like sashes, gem-adorned cinches and raffia wraps 
with a myriad of laces and ties. Hats come in Panama fedoras, sailors and 
jaunty skull caps, sprinkled with flowers. Giant hoop earrings and wide cuff 
bracelets surface in gold, jet and leather. Flat espadrilles and sandals are 
shown for day; high-heel sandals and ankle-strap pumps, often matched to an 
outfit, appear for evening. 


SWIMWEAR '86 


The new bathing suits glow with innovative silhouettes, colorful prints and 
unexpected detail. 


THE TRENDS 


PRETTY UNDERPINNINGS: Women's lingerie inspires the most exciting new 
bathing suit trend. Following the lead of JEAN PAUL GAULTIER's sportswear, 
bandeau tops and maillots sport underwire "bra" details, sweetheart necklines, 
and ruffled lace accents. GLORIA VANDERBILT's nylon/lyera suit in green/ 
pink/white rose print has an underwire bra, white-edged hook closings from 

top to waist, spaghetti straps and ruffled lace along the modified sweetheart 
neckline. 


CHIC CUTOUTS: Vividly printed suits are slashed and wrapped to create unusual, 
geometric cutouts. A V-neck, lilac and black striped suit by TOO HOT BRAZIL 
is cut higher than the thigh --open on the side to the mid-ribeage and secured 
at the hip with a knotted band of black fabric. GOTTEX' black and white suit 
has open side; halter top center-gathered below the bust. 


EVENINGWEAR: Sequins, metallics, rhinestones with coordinating coverups for 
evening elegance. Blouson tank suit by MICHAELE VOLLBRACHT FOR SEA 
HIGH INDUSTRIES in black cotton with colorful leaves, rhinestones, yellow sash. 
Metallic glitter in plunge or tank fronts with super-high-cut thighs and plunge 
sides at LA BLANCA. SANT'ANGELO uses gold trim and metallics on matte 
textures. An emerald moire plunge suit has gold bands on strap and coordinates 
with three-piece cover-ups —sheer chiffon top, pants, and sarong. One-piece 
maillot with floral appliques in metallic gold coordinates with voile abstract 
print cover-ups. Pastel separates in Italian cotton or in voile over shiny, 
Sequined swimsuits at GIDEON: OBERSON. GOTTEX —Hollywood glitter suit. 


PRINTS AND MOTIFS 


BOLD BRIGHTS: PIERRE CARDIN maillot in black/white/blue/pink abstract print 
with solid black sides and V-neck. At GIDEON OBERSON, the one-piece bandeau 
looks fresh in a brightly-colored, abstract fruit print. His offbeat, musical 

note print adds playful touch to sleek, T-back tank suit in Italian lycra. 


ANIMAL PRINTS: Leopard prints at NORMA KAMALI. Tiger stripes at GOTTEX. 
GIDEON OBERSON's maillots have abstract animal prints in pink/black, turquoise/ 
black, and yellow/black. 


ALL-AMERICAN SPORTS: A racing flag motif at HAYE DESIGN. Propeller and 
Sailboat motifs at ANNE COLE. The mariner look, complete with epaulettes on a 
double breasted terry cloth 3/4 length robe in navy, red, gold, on white at 
VIEWPOINT BY GOTTEX. 
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
